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1. The undersigned met with AECASSOWARY 6 to pay AECASSOWARY 1 and 
AED RUMMER newspaper subsidy for the month of September. AECASSOWARY 3 
was away on vacation. AECASSOWARY 6 signed for the money. 



2. Operationally, AECASSOWARY 6 related the following information: 
Recently an unnamed and unknown Ukrainian arrived in West Germany from 
East Prussia who claimed the RIS had sent him to contact the ZFUH7R and an un- 
named doctor in Kassel. This Ukrainian turned himself in to the Germans 
since he did not wish to carry out the RIS instructions. AECASSOWARY 6 
did not reveal his source of information and regretted that he had no 
further information on the matter. He assumed that the Germans now holding 
this Ukrainian were members of UPSWING. AECASSOWARY 6 said he will try to 
get additional information about this Uke, and requested that the under- ^ 
signed try to do likewise through his contacts. 



Comments : It is possible that this Uke, if he actually exists and if 

what AECASSOWARI 6 says is true, might be someone coming from the AECARTHAGE 
20 playback or perhaps connected with AECARTHAGE 5. It is also possible 
that if SKOB returned to the RIS (the SKOB who disappeared from SMC TO hands) 
and revealed the true status of the 20 operations on the basis of his having 
met AECARTHAGE 19, causing the RIS to c ancel that operation, then the RIS 
might have attempted to initiate a new operation into ZP via the above 
mentioned Ukrainian.

Contact with AECASSOWARY/6 on II September 1956 



1, AECASSOWARY/6 stated that he had another talk With his Gennan (IS) 
friend who provided the following further information concerning the courier 
who recently arrive in West Germany} the story is somewhat differenct as com- 
pared with earlier information: 



A. The courier, a Ukrainian from Sokol, Ukraine (still unidentified), 
was recruited by the UB in 19U5 while the courier was serving with the 
Ukrainian underground, 

B, The courier arrived in West Germany legally, via train, with his 
alleged wife (nu) on 19 August 1956 with the intention of spending a vaca- 
tion with the wife's relatives (names unknown). 



C, Shortly after his arrival, the courier gave himself up to German 
polizei in an unidentified city. The Ukrainian in Kassel, Germany, whom 
the courier contacted was not a doctor but an 1 Inginir' . 



D, The courier stated that the following was his mission in Germany: 



(l) Contact ZPUHVR and learn information, about its contacts with 
the ho;meland.[ The courier initially was to befriend and develop 
EvhenAFSiRVA V( S HTENDERA ) (the courier knows both names), 

^2) Learn about homeland contacts of OUN/MELNYK and ZCh/OUN/ 
BANDERA. 



E. The courier is to establish contact with an (unidentified RlS 
agent by placing an article in a European or overseas Ukrainian emigre 
publication advertising his search for a Ukrainian woman. (According to 
AECASSOWARY/6, Ukrayinskyy Samos tiynyk published such an: article several 
weeks back} AECASSOWARY/6 will provide the information contained in the 
article.) 



F, The courier whose parents are living in the Prussa area of the 
Ukraine, has no desire to return to the Ukraine, 




2. According to information received from an unidentified source by 
AECASSOWARY/6, PRIRVA recently (about a week ago) received a letter from his 
former fiancee who was arrested while in the Ukraine and who is now living in 
Poland. (PRIRVA has married another woman since then.) 






3. Re Ivan BISAHA: AECASSOWARY/6 stated that BISAHA is spreading the story 
that he was rbcohtacted by the Americans who offered to reactivate BISAHA as an 
American agent. Because BISAHA refused to cooperate with the Americans, the Amer- 
icans denied him a visa to the United States; therefore, BISAHA has applied for 
a visa to Canada. AECASSOWARY/6 stated further that Hennadiy^OTOROVYCIJ/regularly 
during the past few days has been seen with BISAHA and that both plan tof attend 
the soccer match in Hannover during the coming week-end, —T?

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1, Originally, the meeting was scheduled for the purpose of 
discussing with AECASSOWARY 3 the possibility of his spotting REDSOX 
candidates* However, an hour or so before he was to have arrived 
for the meeting, AECASSOWARY 3 was summoned by phone to meet a friend 
of his passing through Germany from Austria. The undersigned talked 
with AECASSOWARY 6 instead but arranged to see AECASSOWARY 3 on the

2, The following operational matters were brought up: 

a) AECASSOWARY 6 reported that AECAVATINA $ was emigrating 
to Canada on 25 Sept, and would stop in England enroute. He also 
stated that AECASSOWARY lU was expecting to leave for Canada with- 
in a week or so, 

b) Regarding the earlier report that AECASSOWARY 6 learned 
from one of his German contacts that a certain Ukrainian with a 
mission for the RIS recently turned himself in to the German au- 
thorities^. AECASSOWARY 6 reported at this meeting that this 
Ukrainian's name is Roman MAZUROK and that after being held by 
the Germans for about a month, was released to Camp Valka along 
with his wife who had accompanied him West from the East Zone, 
AECASSOWARY 6 added that MAZUROK is already trying to emigrate 
to the United States, AECASSOWARY 6 assumed we got full infor- 
mation about MAZUROK from the Germans, 



c) The undersigned gave a photo copy of a clipping from a 
Chinese newspaper containing an article on the Karilian HILZ docu- 
ments, (This clipping was obtained through mail tap on AECAVATINA 2 
who had received the original from one of his Chinese contacts on 
Formosa, ) 



d) AECASSOWARY 6 reported he had talked with Yaroslav -HAYVAS 
but only in the most general terms.

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l t After a rather lengthy session of amenities, since the undersigned 
had not seen AECASSOWARY-3 for over three weeks and AECXSSOWARY-3 had just 
returned from vacationing in Italy which he found great pleasure in discuss-* ng, 
several operational matters were brought up. The most important of these con- 
cerned AECASSOWARY-3 1 s participation in spotting and possibly recruiting agent 
candidates for AEACRE, As soon as the undersigned broadhed this subject, 
AECASSOWARY-3 remarked that by coincidence he had spoken with AECAVATINA-5 on 
25 September (on 25 September AEG AS S OWAR Y- 6 reported that AECAVATTNA-5 wavS 
leaving for Canada via England on 25 September, however he delayed his departure 
until the evening of 26 September) during which time AECAVATINA-5 said a committee 
of three from AEDRUMMEJt-1 had been formed to handle, in his place, revolutionary 
activities, i,e,, contact with the homeland, armed activities directed at lib- 
erating the Ukraine, etc. This committee is composed of , 

, and AEDRUMMER li, (The above blanks will be AFDPiJl v l vT ER 
H and T5~if and when the request in EGMA-22213 for approval of these cryptonyms 
acted on by Headquarters,) AECAVATINA-5 said that all names of persons 
known to him who might prove to be agent candidates were turned over to this 
committee and that enroute to - Canada he would stop off in England to contact 
some potential recruits there after which he would supply these names too to 
the committee. As for himself, AECAVATINA-5 said he would still be engaged 
in operational matters, even while in Canada, where he would try to line up any 
candidates he might locate there, and would keep in constant touch with the 
committee by mail and other forms of communications in order to guide the work of 
the committee, 

2, The undersigned told AECASSOWARY-3 he had received instructions to 
follow up the request 1 , had made earlier regarding spotting 

of agent candidates, and that he wouldTl^ike to know definitely what potential 
there existed in recruiting agent candidates, AEG AS S OWAR Y 3*s estimate of 
the number available, their names and present addresses, AECASSOWAFY-3 re- 
plied with a very favorable statement to the effect that there were quite 
a number of possible recruits in Germany and others in England who AECAVATJNA 
5 knew and who he planned to contact within a few days, AECASSOWARY-3 added 
that he would discuss the potential recruits located in Germany with AECAVA- 
TINA-5 later in the day (AECASSOWARY-3 phoned AECAVATINA-5 in the undersigned* s 
presence and made arrangements to see him) and would try to obtain, the names 
of these people and their addresses. He said he would also ask AECAVATTNA-5 
to send him the names of those potential recruits located in England, 

AECASSOWARY-3 also mentioned that A. EC AS S OWAR Y- 2 had written to AECAVATINA-5 
about the recruitment problem and that the latter understood what we were 
after. 



3, AECASSOWARY-3 assumed the undersigned that agent candidates defin- 
itely did exist in Germany who were known to AEDIdiMMER-l , However, he want- 
ed to know how concrete were our. plans in following up and carrying through 
our intentions of recruiting and training these candidates. He said it would 
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be a pity and very embarrassing to all concerned if he got involved in such 
a deal only to have it peter out for lack of interest, etc. The under- 
signed said that we were prepared to complete anything we started and that 
if and when he provides the names of candidates, Headquarters would probably 
send a Ukrainian speaking case officer here to devote full time to handle this 
activity, 

k* The undersigned asked AECASSOWARY-3 whether he had been in contact 
with Yaroslav HAYVAS since the latter 1 s arrival in Germany# ASCASS0WARY-3 
said that some time ago he had a brief talk with him during which he learned 
that HAYVAS had talked operational matters with a number of emigre leaders 
and personalities including AECAPELIN/l, He said HAYVAS told him he had 
visited the American Consulate (did not -state the nature of this visit) and 
had also made a trip to Vienna seeking CE information as related to the old 
MELNYK operations, AECASSOWARY-3 said HAYVAS wanted to see him again soon 
and would probably do so in a day or so, 

5, AECASSQWARY-3 expressed his concern with any further talks he ex- 
pected to have with HAYVAS. He said that although AEC ASSOWARY- 2 had written 
to him about HAYVAS 1 activity and visit here and the discussion AECASSOWARY-2 
and HAYVAS had prior to coming here, which concerned the re-organization of 
operations for the KELNYK group, CE probing, and spotting of agents for 
future operations, he himself did not want to get mixed up in anything with 
HAYVAS that would show his own knowledgeability in operational matters for 
in due time someone would use this information to embarrass him. He said 
A EGAS S OVARY - 2 told HAYVAS of AECASSCWARY-3 1 s political role with AEC ASSO- 
WARY 1 and his position in this respect, here in Germany, but this did not 
include operational matters.
